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BRITAIN PLEDGED

Chamberlain Will Try to 
Win German Aid.

LONDON, March 6-—Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Lord Robert Cecil 
will start for the league of nations 
meeting tomorrow morning with their 
“hands free,” but only moderately 
free. As a British diplomat phrased 
it today, they do not take the cabinet’s 
instructions in detail, but they will be 
guided by certain principles laid down 
by the cabinet.

STRANGLING THE MIDDLE 


WEST. 

The senate is about to begin consideration of 
the Gooding bill, which has been approved by its 
committee on interstate commerce, The bill was 
passed by the senate in the last congress, but 
fortunately was defeated in the house. This time 
Senator Gooding and his allies think they will 
jam it through. If they do, industry throughout 
the middle west will decline and with the decline 
in industry will come a falling off in the demand 
for coal. Mines will shut down. Railroad rates 
throughout this section will rise, adding another 
cause for agricultural discontent where it is al- 
ready most acute. 

It is with reason that the Gooding bill, to quote 
Mr. Henning’s dispatch from Washington, is “ unt- 
versally regarded in the middle west as more 
detrimental to that region than any measure ever 
offered in congress.” 

Our prosperity flows from our producttve ca- 


‘pacity and our widespread’ markets. Productive 


capacity alone is not enough. If it were, the 
middle west would have ho cause for alarm. The 
Mississippi valley is the richest agricultural re 
gion in the world. Coal and iron are at hand 
for manufacturing. Level country offers no ob 
.stacles to transportation. 

Unfortunately that is not enough. To prosper 


we must sell our products and the degree of our 


prosperity must bear a direct. relationship to the’ 
width of our trading zone. The Gooding bill 
would hem us in, It would take from us our 
markets in the west. It would force manufac- 
turers who have located their factories in this 
section to move to the eastern seaboard to take 
advantage of cheaper freight rates to the coast 
by why of the Panama’canal. The middle west 
would stagnate as Venice became stagnant with 
the loss of her best markets. 

The Gooding bill proposes to forbid raflroads to 
compete with water carriers. At present the in- 
terstate commerce commission is intrusted with 
the delicate / task of making the adjustment be- 
tween rail rates and water rates and it has han- 
died the task well. The commission is allowed 
to fix rail rates for through hauls te the coast 
below the rates to intermediate cities. In fixing 
the rates it is not allowed to make them so low 
as to drive water competition out of business nor 
s0.low as to prove unprofitable to the railroads. 
The east and west poasts, and particularly the 
go-called intermountain territory between the 
Rockies and the coast range, are behind the Good- 
ing bill for obvious reasons. They see in it a 
profit at the expense of the middle west. That 
is the beginning and end of their case. 

The middle west is once more to be. the victim 
of federal . governmental activity. This section 
has always been the goat. The temper of Wash- 
ington’s officlaldom:- is clearly indicated in the 
reported recommendation of Maj, Putnam, the resi- 
dent army engineer, in favor of decreasing the 
flow from Lake Michigan. Without the flow of 
10,000 cubic feet a second the lakes-to-gulf water- 
way must fail. Our railroads are not to be per- 
mitted to give us fatr rates, and at the same time 
we are not to be allowed to reach the sea by any 
other means than by rail. Our money helped build 
the Panama canal, whigh is allowed to ruin our 
prosperity needlessly. ™* 

We suspect the fault lies to no small extent in 
the state of mind of our middle western congress- 
men. They are apparently incapable of thinking 
realistically. They pursue one rainbow after an- 
other, never realizing that the interest of their 
section requires constant watchfulness. If our 
senators and representatives are capable of grasp- 
ing realities this is the time for them to show it. 


SELLING ARMY REAL 
ESTATE, 


The bill for the sale of 42 tracts of land no longer 
needed by the government for military purposes 
has been approved by both houses of congress. 
The government is expected to obtain $20,000,000 
from the sale. The money Will be used in the con- 
struction of barracks and hospitals to replace struc- 
“tures 60 old of flimsy that the lives of the men 
quartered in them are in constant danger. 

Secretary of War Davis has been tireless in his 
efforts to get the bill through congress, and he has 
sucededed in the face of considerable. opposition. 
' Cemgresamen in whose districts the lands in ques- 
tion lie have been reluctant to have them sold. So 
long as the government held the property congress- 
men could live in hope that the government might 
some day find @ use for the land to the greater 
s-ory of the congressmen and the greater prosperity 


‘been long ago. The government is not in the real

fire hazard tn many of the buildings now occupied 
as barracks and hospitals is great and the sanitary 
accommodations are described as inadequate. Sec- 
retary Davis chose the best way of solving the 
building problem without taking any money from 
the government's current income.

EVIDENTLY MR. BRENNAN 
EXPECTED THEM TO 
SCAB THE JOB. 


George Brennan says that E. J. Davis, the Rev. 
Elmer Williams, and others in command of the 
Better Government association double crossed him. 
They were running Hope Thompson for state's 
attorney. Brennan was running Michael Igoe and 
wanted to defeat Crowe. Mr. Davis and Mr. Wil- 
Hams permuaded Mr. Brennan that they had 150,000 
votes where they could get them if they had some 
funds, Mr. Brennan came across, in currency by 
request, to get votes for Thompson, defeat Crowe 

Thomas D. Knight, ene of the directors of the 
association, says that he took the money from 
George. It was $23,000. He banked it and checked 
it out, be says, to the association. George now says 
he was double crossed because Hope Thompson, 
instead of getting 150,000 votes away from Crowe, 
get only 51,000 and Crowe had enough to win. 

If George has a grouch, he is unreasonable. He 
was given a cut under a flat rate of fifty cents a 
vote. In the old Bighteenth ward Ald. John Bren- 
man was in bad for getting them at twenty-five 
cents. That was years ago when the dollar had 
@ouble and more the purchasing value, 

In still earlier times it was said of the First ward 
that the flops could be delivered at a dime a head. 
That really never was true. What cemented. the 
freemen to Michael Kenna was the size of the gold 
fish bowls in which they got their suds- at the 
Workingman's Exchange. ; 

These are post-war times and any one who tried 
te cut much under fifty cents would be scabbing the 
job and would be deservedly chased up the alley 
by the other jobbers and brokers. We do not be 
lieve that George can find anything in his ex- 
tensive political experience to justify him in think- 
ing he got a raw deal. By any fair rate card, 150,- 
000 votes would have stood him $75,000. What does 
he want for his money? 


PRESIDENT COOLIDGE IS 
OUT OF SENATE RACES. 


President Coolidge has made it known that he 
will not take sides in Republican primary cam- 
paigns for the nomination of candidates for the 
United States senate. The particular case in point 
is here in Illinois, where Senator McKinley is 
opposed by Frank L. Smith. Smith is making an 
issue of McKinley's vote for the world court. The 
senator says he was committed to the court by the | 
declaration of the Republican national platform 


himself to the national party policy and to the 
President’s own recommendation, he should not 
be left to bear unsupported the attacks of the 
opponents of the court. 

There is a good deal of reason to believe that 
the majority of Senator McKinley's constituents 
are not for the court. That would be indicated by 
Tue Trisunw's radio poll, taken just as the senate 
was adopting the resolution. It does not follow 
that all people opposed to the court will oppose 
Senator McKinley, but he evidently does not think 
his vote helped him any and he does feel that the 
party pledge was binding. The national conven- 
tion was fishing for votes and it dropped that court 
bait in the water. The catch has been splashing 
water on the party ever since. 

The President may sympathize with pro-court 
senators whose people may not like their votes, 
but if he takes sides in an election he may not back 
the winning man. If the senator elected wins his 
seat in spite of presidential aid given his opponent, 
he may be a good boy when he gets to Washing- 
ton and then again he may not: He may enter 
the senate chamber with a chip on his shoulder. 
When the senate and the administration are at 
outs the opposition has a good time. 

Presidents sometimes-get into state fights, sorhe- 
times to the disadvantage of their party and 
sometimes to the disadvantage of themselves. As 
a rule the people of a state are better satisfied 
if Washington official influence is not exerted to 
shape their own decisions and for the most part 
noninterference is the sounder policy.

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PURE MILK SUPPLY. 

‘wp N 1928 the little city of Madison, Wis., 
decided they would like to have milk 
from tuberculin tested cows only, 
even thotgh a considerable part of 

their milk supply was pasteurized. They 

did not know whether or not it could 

be done. They called a conference of 

all the interested parties, especially those 
interested in the production of milk and 
meat. They found that the patking in- 
terests were willing to pay, in fact, were 
already paying, 10 cents a hundred more 
for pigs that came from tuberculosis- 
free premises. ek 

The meeting resulted in a letter 

sent to every farmer shipping milk to 
Madison. The replies to this letter 
showed that 60 per cent of the farmers 
were willing te tuberculin test. their 
herds. When this information was. re- 
celved it was decided to pass a com- 
pulsory tuberculin testing ordinance. This 
was done Sept. 30, 1924. More than 6,300 
cows in 297 herds were tested. One 
hundred and fifty-one were found to be 
tuberculous, Six months later a retest 
was made of all herds which eontained 
reactors and twenty-four were found to 
react, One year later a third test 
showed eleven reactors. The ordinance 
requires that cows be retested at inter- 
vals of not more tha® two years. 


—— 

Madigon is reasonably certain that in 
a few years all the cows in the dairy 
district will be ff¥e from tuberculosis, 
provided some one can find a way to 
prevent reinfection of a dairy herd. 

These facts are reported by Mr. Rath in 
the annual report of the International 
Association of Dairy and Milk Inspectors. 
The same volume contains a report on 
the progress of tuberculosis eradication 
work by Dr. Kiernan. Dr. EKlernan’s re- 
port shows satisfactory headway made 
in tuberculin testing and tuberculosis 
eradication among pure blooded stock 
and a hope inspiring progress in the com- 
mercial dairy herd field. 

A report by Kelly on the present status 
of pasteurization shows that the latter 
of these two measures for the eradica- 
tion of tuberculosis is making the greater 
headway.
